Upland Selective Draft Board 
No. 149, with offices at the Upland 
Inn has completed numbering all 
of its 2870 registrants and lists 
were posted yesterday. Serial 
numbers (from 1 through to 2870) 
have been assigned to all men 
registered under the Upland 
board. Serial numbers of West 
End enrollees will appear in The 
Upland News Friday. 

First drawing for draft enroll- 
ees probably will take place in 
Washington, D. C., on Oct. 29. On 
that date lottery will determine 
what men will be drawn. 

A serial number has been placed 
on each enrollee’s card in the up- 
‘per left hand corner, This is the 
number which the registrant will 
keep until he is called for draft. 
‘Upon being called he will be given 
another number. For instance, the 
first number drawn in the national 
lottery will be given a draft num- 
ber of 1, by the local board, pro- 
vided the local board has such a 
serial number. 

It might happen that the first 
serial number would be 4,000. In 
‘such a case, the local board, with 
only 2870 registered, would not 
‘be able to call such a number, 

Every draft enrollee will receive 
‘within a short time a question- 
naire, which must be filled out ana 
returned within five days. These 
questionnaires ask detailed infor- 
mation which was not obtained 
on registration day. 

Upland’s present total of 2870 
names will be increased when ad- 
ditional cards are received from 
‘Sacramento,
